TOWtyLEYISM DEFEATED 


Minnesota, Montana and South Dakota repudi- 


ated Townleyism largely upon the failure of the 
program in North Dakota. 
Intrenched as the 


league is in this state, the voters are gradually 
waking up to the menltee of the evil influence, 
while refusing to dump the entire program over- 
board. 


This feeling combined with the big Harding 


vote which assisted every candidate m the Re 
publican column explains Frazier's success, but 
the reduced vote he received carries with it the 
sting of rebuke for certain practices which are 
denounced m the referendum upon the initiated 
measures. 


The situation is one of the paradoxes of politics 


and hardly understood by those not thoroughly 
familiar with the situation in North Dakota. 
Every campaign waged against Townleyism has 
been serymsly complicated with other ^contests. 


At the primaries there was the senatorial con- 


test w(hich fanned the fires of an ancient feud. 
This contest was a distinct advantage to the 
league organization and they made the best of it, 
losing, however, a complete endorsement of their 
administration.
